2. Citations and explanations 

Document 1: JP 60-190475 A (Nitto Chemical Industry Co., 
Ltd.), 27 September 1985 

The invention set forth in claims 1 to 6 does not 
involve an inventive step in the light of document 1. It 
would be obvious to a person skilled in the art that 
protection from pollution would be required for print with 
water-based ink, and it would be easy for a person skilled 
in the art to conceive of applying the clear coating agent 
for coating films set forth in document 1 (page 2, upper 
left column, line 4 to lower left column, line 10 and page 
3, upper right column, lines 14 to 17) to print with 
water-based ink. 

In addition, hydrocarbon solvents with a low boiling 
point are disclosed in document 1 (page 2, lower left 
column, line 6 and lower right column, line 16) , and 
document 1 (page 2, upper right column, line 19 to lower 
left column, line 2) suggests that esters, ketones, 
alcohols or other polar solvents are not required. It 
would therefore be obvious to a person skilled in the art 
to conceive of constituting a hydrocarbon solvent with a 
low boiling point as 50% or more of all solvents.
